C. girls wouldn't 
come out. 
W ith his forces m artialed in line 
of battle, the referee issued his ulti­ 
matum to the effect that if the T. W. 
C. girls didn’t play ball within three 
m inutes he would declare the West 
side girls the victors by a score of 
2 to 0. T he arbitration board was evi­ 
dently on vacation, no peace commis­ 
sioners were appointed to argue the 
reduction of the irreducible minimum 
to I to 2 or even for a tie, and so, at 
the expiration of the tim e allowance, 
the T. W. C. girls still refusing to 
come out to battle, the referee de­ 
clared the W est side girls w inners 
by the clean score of 2 to 0.
